BRITISH WARSHIPS COLLIDE. | 


Destroyer Only Saved by Her Water- 
tight Bulkheads. 

The destroyer Quail, which belongs 
to the Nore flotifla, was recently run 
down by fhe sevut Attentive during 
nyght manoeuvres off Swanage. 

A night attack was being carried 
vot by two flotillas of destro¥ers in 
company with three or four scouts. 
The crew of the Quail saw a scout 
‘pproaech, working her searehlight in 
the endeavor to locate a destroyer. 
The glare of the electric are prevent 
d those keeping wateh on the bridge 
of the Quail from judging the distance 
between the ships. t 

The destroyer ran right across the 
bows of the scout, and the Attentive

struck her a side blow on the 
hoard, just abreast of the gun 
form. 

The Attentive was practically travel- 
ing at full speed—over twenty knots 
an hour—and her powerful stem cut 
clean through the Quail’s hull as 
though it were paper. For a few min- 
utes the wreckage hung to the main 
portion of the ship, but with the heavy 
swell it soon came away bodily and 
sank. Apparently, the anchor broke 
loose, and, catching the ground, as- 
sisted to tear away the debris of the 
bows. Altogether, about 40 feet of 
the foremost part of the vessel had 
gone, but the Quail’s watertight bulk- 
heads saved her from sinking. 

At the time there were ten men on 
the mess deck, and they had marvel- 
lous escapes, but not one of them has 
more than a hazy idea as to how he 
got to a place of refuge. The hatch- 
way only admits of the passage of | 
one man at a time, and while some 
of the men used this exit, others 
scrambled through openings in the 
wreckage. 

One inan was completely penned in 
by crumpled steel plates, and his com- 
rades had to wrench the plates clear 
to liberate him. ‘He was badly bruis- 
ed, but not otherwise hurt. 


BOERS LOYAL TO ENGLAND. 


Botha Warns British M. P.’s to Mind 
Their Own Business. 


Gen. Botha recently visited Stander- 
ton, where he was welcomed by the 
municipality. 

He declared that he could not ade- 
quately express his feelings concern- 
ing his reeent visit to England. In 
spirit Englishmen meant well to the 
@ransvaal. It was a spirit of friend- 
ship aftd brotherhood, and he hoped 
that the inhabitants of the Transvaal 
would foster that spirit. He had set! 
himself the task of inducing concord 
between the two ruces. 

Addressing the school children, Gen. 
Botha said that feelings of suspicion 
should) be dispelled on the school 
benches. All should assist in building 
up a great nation under the British 
flag. 

At a meeting of his constituents the 
Premier stated that he regretted the 
attitude of many members of the Im- 
perial Parliament, and he wished they 
would allew the Transvaal to mind 
its own affairs. 

Some members of Parliament look- 
ed on the people of the Transvaal as 
their enemies, and it was high time 
that such a state of affairs should 
cease. The Transvaal would not. al- 
low them to take away one iota of the 
privileges received. 

The education bill was a compro- 
mise tending to the amalgamation of 
the; twa people, who would take out 
of the vast only that which was great, 
and world co-operate with a view to 
forming u great nation. 

Recerring to the loon, Gen. Botha 
said ne had told the Imperial Gov- 
ernment tha: it would be impossible 
to develop the country without such 
‘n advanee. The opposition had cried 
out that a bargsin had been struck, 
but he had discussed the loan in the 
clearest) manner, and there was no 
question of a bargain. ; 

He was most strongly convinesd 
that Chinese labor was unnecessary. 
The infermation at the disposal of 
the Government shoiveld — that there 
were thousands and thousands of Kaf- 
firs in South Afrien in exeess of the 
nember required in the mines, and 
during the last year 30,000 more than 
were wanted had applied for work, 
while the Government was receiving 
applications from thousands of oth- 
crs. The Government intended to put 
an end to the repatriation d-bts. 

After maintaining that the presen- 
‘ation of the Cullinan diamond to the 
King was most correct, Gen. Botha, 
in an eloquent peroration, made” a 
ple fer reconciliation.

They hoped and bélieved that Can- 
ada was much eleaner than the com- 
munities to which he referred, but 
the evil was here and “would continue 
to increase unless proper’ measures 
were taken. Canada was destined. to 
be the home of millions. They could 
not afford to pay the penalty of egreg- 
ious indifference when prevention and 
education might mean. supremacy. 
“We have,” declared Dr. McCrim- 
mon, “cast the mantle of ignorance 
too long over what was meant by the 
Creator as one of the highest fune 
tions of life. I plead ‘for an intelli- 
gent, aggressive campaign, both re- 
pressive against all who would thrust 
this evil upon no young nation’s life 
and education to the extent of mini- 
mizing for our boys’-and girls the

King Edward and Democracy. ~ 


King Edward’s 66th birthday cele- 
| brated so cordially throughout the 
| British Empire, found His. Majesty 
{firmly established in ¢he esteem of 
~ his own people and aiso ‘highly’ ‘re- 
,8pected the world over ag an emin- 
-ent success in his exalted position. 

It uséd to be said, in the later days 
of the reign of Victoria, that British 
royalty had survived as well as it 
had the great democratic movement of 
the 19th century, which had been 
fatal to kingship in France, because 
the Queen's: personal character had 
ennobled her office and won. the. af- 
fections of her subjects. “The test 
of royalty will come after the Queen’s 
death,” it was said; and monarchists 
and Conservatives looked forward 
somewhat anxiously at times to the 
succeeding reign. 

Since the accession of Edward VII. 
the democratiz movement has become 
intensified and its more positive 
phase has expressed itself in the ten- 
dency of the working. class to or- 


ganize on ‘class lines for the attain-- 


ment of political power. England 
now has a labor party, with a sub- 
stantial representation in the House 
of Commons, and what-is branded as 
Socialism has become the extreme left 
wing of the xadical party inthe king- 
dom. The leaders and the rank and 
file of the Labor party are far from 
being Monarchists in principal; in 
their ideal state, they would sweep 
away the crown with all the rubbish 
of nobility and the various orders of 
Political, econofnic and social privi- 
lege; yet this remarkable fact re- 
mains, that the democratic movement 
of Edward’s reign has thus far made 
no assault. upon the throne. There 
has been no hint that British demo- 
cracy has become hostile to the crown 
and has determined to destroy it 
ar an obstruction to the progress of 
democratic ideas. 

The Labor party’s resolutions nev- 
er refer to the crown with bitterness 
or disrespect. British workingmen, 
even after voting for a semi-Socialist 
candidate, would still lift their hats 
and cheer if the King rode by. Ina 
time like the present such an achieve- 
ment by a King of England, even if 
the achievement merely: consists in 
keeping -the crown’s popularity .un- 
diminished, is not»ble enough to com- 
mand attention. There will be no.re- 
public ‘in Great Britain while the 
seventh Edward reigns. :

Elizabeth died just short of 70, 
James II. and Edward I. were 68,

65. Edward the Confessor stands out. 
among the Danes and Saxons for his 
age. He was the only one of fifteen 
monarchs, ruling England for more 
then 200 years, who reached the age 
of 62. 

Besides there, only ten rulers have 
reached the sixties. Nine: have died 
in the fifties. nine in the forties, and 
four in the thirties. Two have been 
under age when denth took them— 
Edward V., who died at 13. before he 
was crowned. and Fdward VT., who 
was 16 when his short reign ended.

Professor Robert Koch, upon whom 
Emperor’ William recently conferred 
the title of Excellency in recognition 
of his services:in discovering the origin 
and treatment of the African disease 
known as “‘sleeping sickness,’’ has set 
forth in an official report the details 
of his prolonged investigations in the 
Victoria Nyanza region. He supple 
ments the’ general results previously 
cabled by; giving a statistical com- 
parison showing that only about eight 
percent. .of the ‘“‘sleepers’’ treated 
with an atoxyi injection died, whereas 
the untreated “‘sleepers” who arrived 
at the mission stations mostly died. 

Prof. Koch’s. investigations showed 
that the Glossina palpalis fly, which 
causes the -‘‘sleeping sickness,” sub- 
sists on the blood of: reptiles and 
animals, and cannot Jive without it 
for more than three ur four days. The 
microscope showed that the blood 
sucked by the flies was chiefly that 
of crocodiles The professor theres 
fore recommends a bounty on croco- 
diloz’ eggs in order to encourage the 
natives to exterminate them. This, 
it is added, will be comparatively 
easy. since the crococliles have cer- 
tain well-marked breeding grounds in

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PREMATURE BURIAL. 


Evidence Shows That Many People 
- Are Buried Alive. 


Is it not rather curious, not to say 
ilarming, that the methods employed 
by phyzicians for certifying death in 
this progressive age are no further for- 
ward than they were many centuries 
ago? The-subject of premature burial 
is naturally a most gruesome one to 
read about, or to allow the mind to 
dwell on; but there is absolutely no 
doubt about this asserticn—that owing 
to the condition of our burial laws, 
many persons have been buried alive; 
and even more appalling is the state- 
ment that many persons alive now 
will be buried before life is extinct 
unless a reform is quickly brought 
about. It must be confessed that 
most of us hitheito had imagined 
that doctors could tell at least when 
a patient was dead, if they could not 
always effect a cure. But we were 
wrong. The indisputable signs of 
death Prof. Huxley stated to be “an 
extraordinarily difficult question to 
decide’; and Sir Henry Thompson 
has declared that the one really trust- 
worthy proef.that death has occurred 
in any given instance is “the pres- 
ence of a manifest sign of commenc- 
ing decomposition.”” According to Mr. 
Basil Tozer, who contributes a long 
and carefully written article on the 
subject of premature burial to the 
Nineteenth Century (London), the 
“authenticated cases of narrow es- 
cape from premature burial that have 
occurred within even the last few 
years are more numerous than many 
readers of this article may feel in- 
clined to believe.” Whatever one may 
feel inclined to believe, however, 
must give way before the restrained 
though alarming statements of the 
writer, who, “in order to avoid grue- 
some detail,”” alludes to only a few 
out of the hundreds of cases of pre-

mature burialp or of narrow escapes |speeches—the more diflicult and un-'jn 


from that ghastly fate of which irre- 
futable evidence is obtainable. 
Without going into details, it is 
significant to learn that wherever, 
owing to the gradual expansion of 
towns, or for any other reason, grave- 
yords have been dug up, unmistak- 
able evidence of premature burial has 
been revealed, though naturally, says 
the writer, “all reports of such dis- 
coveries have been hushed up so far 
a3 possible lest the news should reach 
the ears of relatives and cause them 
mental anguish; also many cases, 
lest the revelations might incrimin- 
ate the doctors who signed the death 
certificates.” During May and June, 
1896,.a doctor who had written on the 
subject of premature burial, received 


something like sixty-three letters from. 


persons who escaped premature bur- 
ia] through fortunate accident. And 
cases obtained from medical sources 
alone, mentioned in a recent volume 
on the subject. include’ 219 narrow 
escapes from being buried alive; 149 
premature interments that actually 
took place; ten cases of bodies be- 
ing dissected before lite was extinct; 
three cases in which this mistake was 
very nearly made; and two cases 
where the work of embalmment was 
begun before life was extinct. 

“And yet with these figures before 
us,” says the writer, “and with an 
average in the United Kingdom of 
only two disinterments out of every 
100,000 bodies buried, we are told 
quite cheerfully by optimistic epelog. 
ist that the burial laws‘are all that 
they ought to be, and that the in- 
quisitive who wish to satisfy them- 
selves that this really-is so are mere- 
lz ‘cranks,’ ‘faddists,’ ‘busybodies,’ 
‘alarmists,” and so on, while cases 
of premature burial are so rare—so 
they maintain—as to be practically 
non-existent.” 

Even the Undertakers’ Journal per- 
iodically printed accounts of cases of 
premature burials and narrow escapes 
therefrom, the editor in one issue re- 
marking that ‘‘it has been proved be- 
yond all contradiction that there are 
more, burials alive than is generally 
supposed.” It is gratiiying and com- 
forting to know that a bill has now 
been drawn up for presentation to 
the British Parliament, for prevention 
of premature burial. Among the pro- 
visions of this bill are the powers giv- 
en to sanitary authorities ‘“‘to provide 
waiting mortuaries where bodies are 
to be kept until the fact of death is 
conclusively ascertained.” 


Strenuous Football In China. 


“The first game of football I wit- 
nessed upon my -arrival in China,” 
-gaid an American consular represen- 
tative at home for a visit recently, 
“I mistook for a very serious riot, 
and you wouldn’t have blamed me, 
either. In the first place, I was not 
aware that the Chinese had any such 
game, but later found that it is very 
popular in Northern’ China. It is 
not played as is the American game, 
and instead of eleven players to the 
side, there are fifty. These Northern 
Chinese-are almost giants, and every 
man on the team is six feet or over 
in height, and they weigh on the 
average 200 pounds. There are no 
goals, side lines or hates. The game 
lasts until one side is the winner, 
and frequently this is not accemplish- 
ed before two or three days. The idea 
of the game is to force a small wick- 
er basket, which takes the place o: 
our ball, into the territory of the 
other side—this territory being one- 
half of the town—and up and down 
the fight rages. Each man is equip 
ped with a whistle with which to 
summon assistance when too hard 
pressed. Stealth as well as main force 
may be used in getting the ‘ball’ in- 
to the enemy’s country, and I know 
of one clever player who did so by 
pussing over the roofs of the houses. 
As you may imagine, 100 giants yell- 
ing and “ghting in the streets creatd 
some excitement.

FREE DISTRIBUTION OF TREES 


Work of Forestry Branch , Meeting 
With Great Success in Encourag-’ 
ing Tree Planting 


The work of the Forestry Branch 
in regard to the free distribution ‘of 
trees to farm-owners in the prairie 
provinces is so well known and’ its 


benefits so generally recognized, that | 


any lengthy description of it seems 
needless. 
The scheme was initiated by Mr. 
E. Stewart, soon after his appoint- 
ment to the office of Superintendent 
of Forestry, and in 1901 the distri- 
bution was begun. That year 44 set- 
tlers were supplied with trees, the 
number of trees sent out being fifty- 
eight thousand eight hundred (58,800). 
Since then the work has greatly ~in- 
creased, the numbers sent out in sub- 
sequent years being as follows:

EGYPTIAN MISERS. 


Lord Cromer’s Remarkable Speech— 
Tells of Buried Hoards. 


The Earl of Cromer, on being pre- 
sented with the freedom of the City 
of Loadon recently, was described by 
Sir JSoseph Dimsdale as the great 
Phavaoh of Egypt. 

Tabing up tre.cue, the ex-dictator 
of Kgypt_also made a few compli- 
ments. He referred to the King as 
“that very. eminent diplomatist,” 
praised Lord Lansdowne and Sir Ed- 
ward Grey for their excellent conduct 
of foreign affairs, and said a good 
word for Sir Eldon Gorst, his suc- 
cessor. 

Those people who criticized the 
Anglo-Russian Convention because of 
the internal policy of the Russian 
Government he reminded that one of 
the surest methods of achieving suc- 
cess was to pay, attention exclusively 
to one’s own business. The English 
people were rather prone to incur the 
reputation abroad of offering advice 
about matters which did not concern 
them. 

Turning to the question of the 
enormous influx of gold into Egypt 
of recent years—$65,000,000 more than 
the exports in the last four years— 
Lord Cromer said a great deal went 
into jewelry. Moreover, hoarding was 
carried on in Egpyt to an_ extent 
which appeared almost incredible to 
Europeans. A little while ago an 
Egyptian died leaving a fortune of 
$400,000. The whole of that was 
found in gold coin in the cellar. 

Again, a substantial yeoman. bought 
a property for $125,000. Half an hour 
after the contract had been signed 
he appeared wth a train of donkeys 
bearing on their backs the whole of 
that sum in coin, which had been 
buried in his garden. 

There could be no doubt that the 
practice of hoarding was carried on 
to an excessive degree. Savings banks, 
increased circulation of paper money, 
and additional banking facilities 
would gradually wean the natives 
from this uneconomic habit. 

The gradual expansion of local 
government in Egypt had his entire 
sympathy, but with the Egyptian 
Nationalists, who existed in Cairo as 
also in Calcutta and in Dublin, he 
did not think it was possible to deal. 
They would not be conciliated save 
on terms which in India and Ireland 
spelt political suicide and in Egypt 
would involve a relapse to the mis- 
government and disorder of the past. 

He noticed the almost culpable 
folly of an itinerant M.P¥, Mr. Keir 
Hardie, had incited the ill-regulated 
enthusiasm of a portion, and that cer- 
tainly by no means the wisest por- 
tion, of the community in Bengal. 
The agitators of India, he did not 
doubt, would be kept well in hand 
by the firm sagacity of the Viceroy 
and the eminent statesman (Mr. Mor- 
ley) who now presided at the India 
Office. . ; 

Lord Cromer declared in conclusion 
that the Government should come 
down with a heavy hand upon the 
extremists should they overstep the 
limits of the law, and not be deterred 
by their presence from adopting such 
reforms as were calculated to satisfy 
the aspirations of all moderate and 
reasonable men.

the percentage rarely falling below 75- 


and often running over 90. 

All the trees distributed, with the 
exception of the cottonwoods, are now 
grown at tne Forest Nursery, Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan.

Creamery Men in Convention. 


An important convention of the 
Officials of the government 
creameries in Alberta opened 
Tuesday last in  Idmonton, 
There was an atfendanco of 
about fifty delegates, represent- 
ing all the public creameries in 
the province. The convention 
was called for the discussion of 
the different phases ot the indus- 
try, and to hear views respecting: | 
the weakness of the system anu 
to receive suggestions as tol 
remedial measures, in a word, tu 
see what could be done to furthex 
the interests of this branch of the 
government service. 

Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of | 
agriculture presided, and in open- 
ing the conference made the im- 
portant announcement thatit was 
the intention of the government 
to hand these creameries over t9 
the people when they .were put 
upon a sound working basis and 
were free of encumbrances. Last 
year there was a decrease in the 
output, which was largely if not 
wholly, due to the great severity 
ofthe previous- winter, and the 
consequent undue lateness of the 
spring. The output in 1906 was 
1,150,356 pounds representing in 
value to farmers $222,959, For 
the year 1907 the output was 
653,208 pounds, representing a 
value of $151,209.28. These he 
took it, were considerable sums 
of money to be distributed di- 
rectly among the farmers of Al- 
berta. Although the output was 
smaller last year the average 
price was much higher. The} 
average price in 1905 was 21.22 
cents an increase of about two 
cents per pound. There were 
several creameries which were 
clear of debt and these would 
probably be handed over to the! 
people for operation in the future. 
Calgary, Olds, Innisfail, Wetaski- | 
win, Red Deer, Martins, Clover} 
Bar and Rimbey were among 
those that had no encumbrances 
the Hon. Minister hoped the dele- | 
gates would be free in expressing | 
their views regarding this im- 
portantindustry. It was the pur- 
pose of the convention and no 
better way could. be followed than 
to have them come together for 
an interchange of opinions. 

Christian Marker, superintend- 
ant of dairies gavo an outline of 
the work that had been accom- 
plished during the year, pointing 
out some weaknesses in the svs- 
tem and which he would like to 
have the convention suggest 
remedies because it was very im- 
portant that this industry should 
be maintained and developed to 
a high state of efficiency. 

With the aid of comparative 
charts, Mr. Barker shewed the 
variations in out put as well as 
in prices during the year 
one great weakness of the system 
was the withdrawal.of patronage 
when prices had an- upward ten- 
dency. The shortage in 1907 
was about forty per cent of the 
previous year. The maximum 
weekly output in 1907 was 41,000 
pounds as compared with 57,000 
in 1006. The department had | 
sent out an inquiry ag to why 
patrons were withdrawing their 
support. 3895 replies were’ 
received; 50 said there were no 
haulers; 42 because it was not! 
paying as well as other creameries 
16. making. butter at home; I 
“would send ‘if others did’’; 58 
making for local markets; 8 dis- 
satiefied on general principles; 
121 had sold out and gone, away 
the rest had quit because there 
was no money in the business 
and other reasons. 

Addresses were then made by 
Messrs. Puffer, Rosenroll, Moore, | 
Simpson and others dealing with | 
the industry and its importance | 
to the farmers particularly and| 
the farmers generally. Mr. 
Moore said that the development | 
of the creamery business meant! 
higher land values, denser popu- 
lation and greater prosperity in? 
every avenue of business. The | 
mcrning session closed with a 
review by Mr. Parker of the mar- 
kets and market conditions dur- | 
ing the past year.
